Has an Avutaor Ricuts wHicH A POBLISHER IS 
Bounp to Respecr?—Several years ago a lady, 
who has since become famous as a writer of 
minor fiction, published through a Boston house 
a volume of juvenile stories, which proved a de- 
cided failure. It contained much that the writer 
has since come to look upon as objectionable, and 
the literary merit of the work is certainly not such 
as did her any credit. The book was virtually 
dead, but, it seems, not forgotten. After the author 
had attained fame by the publication of subsequent 
works, a New York publishing house conceived the 
idea of re-issuing the old volume, and, despite the 
protest of the author, who offered to buy the plates, 
has carried this design into execution. The book 
may probably sell now that its writer has become 
popular, but it cannot fail to do her harm in the esti- 
mation of many readers. It is true that the New 
York publishers have the legal right to issue the 


| work, but in doing so they have shown a marked 


contempt for that law of courtesy and good faith 
which most publishers recognize in dealing with 
authors. Our publishers are, as a rule, men of the 
strictest honor and integrity, and it is seldom that 
an autbor has been known to complain, although, 
by the very nature of the business, an author is 
usually obliged to trust implicitly in his publisher. 
Such an occurrence as the above is fortunately rare, 
and well deserves the censure of the trade.

The 
volume will contain twelve stories for boys and 
girls, the opening tale of which gives the per- 
sonal history of some of the characters introduced 
in former works. It will be a square 18mo. of 
about two hundred pages, with illustrations. The 
bag is said to contain six more volumes, which we 
may hope to see in the hands of Messrs. Roberts 
Bros. before long. 

Homo versus Darwin.—Messrs. Claxton, Remsen 
& Haffelfinger, Philadelphia, by arrangement with 
English publishers, will issue during November 
a work bearing this title. It is described by an 
English critic as being a complete refutation of 
Darwin’s theory. As Darwin’s works have been 
among the most popular publications of the year, 
this volume on the other side of the question will 
probably have a large sale. Its author is anony- 
mous. 

Tue Cuicaco Puenrx is the title of a new lite- 
rary enterprise announced in Chicago. It is to be 
a weekly paper, containing serial stories by popu- 
lar writers, and a general summary of news, with 
special descriptions of scenes during the late fire, 
and illustrated by photographs taken on the spot.

Str: In passing through London, on my way 
home from the Continent, I find the English press 
warmly engaged in discussing the American copy- 
right question, and as the publishing firm in New 
York, of which I am senior, has been made the 
object of special reprobation by your correspond- 
ents, I ask space for a few words of rejoinder and 
for some suggestions upon the general subject, 
which I think called for at the present time. 

In your editorial strictures upon this question 
of the 14th of October, you remark: “ We do not 
suppose anything which could be said will alter 
the settled determination of the Americans,’’ &c. 
There is no settled determination in the United 
States to withhold justice from English authors in 
respect of property in their works. As an Ameri- 
can publisher of large experience, I am in favor of 
an International Copyright law, and I believe that 
this conviction is shared by a large number, if not 
amajority, of my fellow-citizens. 

That this feeling has found but partial expres- 
sion hitherto, and that no overtures have come 
from us, is due, more than you probably suspect, 
to the manner in which the English press has 
chosen to deal with the subject. The most effec- 
tive weapon of the enemies of an International 
Copyright law in the United States is a batch of 
English newspapers after one of your periodical 
explosions on the subject. Iam happy, however, 
to note that there are signs of amendment in this 
particular. 

It is a standing charge, and lately re-echoed in 
all directions, that the present treatment of English 
authors by American publishers is disgraceful. 
Although popular novelists, it is said, may get 
something decent for their advanced sheets, yet 
the hard-working authors of valuable books get 
nothing, or such “paltry pittances’’ as are not 
worth naming. The number of those who make 
books and get very small pay for it, or no pay 


| principle would, in the end, be best for all. We 
|commenced this policy a dozen years ago, have 
| gone on extending it year by year, and within these 
| last few months a scheme has originated with us 
| to carry out the plan more systematically, for the 

benefit of a larger number of your authors, and on 
terms more advantageous to them than any copy- 
right can ever secure. 

But, it will be asked, do you not reprint foreign 
books without the author’s consent and without 
payment? Towhich I answer, certainly and often. 
But observe the circumstances. By the laws of 
all countries the author’s right to his property in 
a book is contingent upon his asking to have it 
protected ; is never recognized unless he complies 
with certain requirements, and then only for a lim- 
ited time. By his neglect to “ register,” the book 
| becomes common property, as it does, at any rate, 

after a given date. If a book comes to us unpro- 
| tected by law, and nobody protests, we treat it just 
las your publishers treat a book, the copyright of 
| which has expired, and just as they treat Ameri- 
| ean books, whether anybody protests or not. But 
| if the foreign author applies to us at first, and we 
| then publish his book, we hold ourselves morally. 
| bound to pay him. 
It is taken for granted all round in this discus- 
| sion, that the Americans are opposed to an Inter- 
national Copyright law. On whatevidence? That 
England has proffered it, and we have rejected it— 
| perhaps over and over again. But this only proves 
that we object to certain forms of it. I deny that 
the Americans have ever rejected an author’s In- 
ternational Copyright law from you, or ever had a 
chance to. If Enyiand has offered the United 
States a treaty shaped for the simple protection of 
her authors in that country, it is a diplomatic 
secret, and I can assure you the American people 
have never suspected it. No scheme you have 
ever proposed stops with its nominal purpose. 
Avowedly an author’s copyright, it is really an au- 
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thor’s and publisher’s copyright that is demanded 
of us. You may not see the difference : Americans 
do. They see that while the author’ has a just 
claim, the publisher has no claim whatever, while 
every arrangement that England has hitherto offer- 
ed is but a kind of legal saddle for the English 
publisher to ride his author into the American 
book market. It is well understood with us, that 
your proffered forms of copyright are less in the 
interest of authors than in the interest of the Eng 
lish book manufacturer, and it is these forms th 
the Americans have rejected. Any treaty which 
makes the English author and the English pub- 
lisher joint parties to supply us with books, if 
negotiated by the two Governments, would be repu- 
diated by our people in a year. They believe ear- 
nestly in their policy of cheap books, and will not 
expose it to the peril threatened by an English 
publisher’s copyright. The superior advantages of 
our system are felt even in Canada. The Cana- 
dians will have our cheap reprints instead of your 
honest editions, and to this the English Govern- 
ment consents, suspends the laws of the Empire in 
the case of a single province, colludes with “ Yan- 
kee pirates,” and robs its own authors that Cana- 
dians may have our cheap books. I say robs its 
authors, for although a ten per cent. tax is levied 
by the Canadian Government on reprints from 
the United States, for the benefit of the author, I 
am informed by London publishers that money 
from this source would be a curiosity. 

The United States now contain nearly 40,000,000 
inhabitants, and they are eminently a book-buy- 
ing people. The American market for English 
books is already great, and is destined to become 
immense. I believe that our people would rejoice 
to open this vast opportunity to your intellectual 
laborers. They are not ungrateful ; they know the 
extent of their obligations to your thinkers, and 
they will be glad to do them justice when the way 
is shown. But they hold themselves perfectly 
competent to manufacture the books that shall em 


body your authors’ thoughts, in accordance with | 
their own needs, habits, and tastes; and in this | 
| pense? 


they will not be interfered with. 

I am of opinion that an International Copyright 
law, rigorously in the author’s interest, requiring 
him to make contracts for American republication 
directly with American publishers, and taking 
effect only upon books entirely manufactured in the 
United States, would be acceptable to our people. 

I have been unexpectedly called upon to make 
this communication in vindication of my house 
and the American people, and the occasion has 
compelled me to speak more from a personal point 
of view than would be otherwise agreeable; but I 
feel sure that my brother publishers in America 
will substantially agree in what I have said, and 
would have taken a similar course in like circum- 
stances. As to the English publishers, many of 
whom are my cordial friends, I trust they will not 
be offended that I have presented the case plainly 
and directly. Nothing at present is more desira- 
ble than to divest the question of the false aspects 
lent to it by passion, prejudice, ignorance, and class 
interest, and to deal with it candidly, broadly, and 
searchingly. Having recently adjusted one of the 
most embarrassing international differences that 
could arise between two nations, it is surely not 
impossible to settle this on the basis of equity and 
mutual satisfaction. 

A few words now tomy assailants. Mr. Collins 
says we reprinted his novel, and paid him nothing, 
which is very likely, although I never heard of it. 
The book was probably one of those picked up at 
a slack time to keep men at work, and I trust the 
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‘author does not flatter himself that International 


Copyright can ever help the case of such books. 
But knowing nothing of the fate of his novel, I 
take a random shot; if he will indemnify us against 
loss, we will give him all the profits. 

“M. D.” complains that we reprinted his “ Body 
and Mind,’ and he heard nothing from us. Our 
complaint is that we heard nothing from him. We 
first published his large work by arrangement to 
pay him on the sales as we pay our home authors. 
The sale has been slow, yet we paid him something, 
and expect to pay him more. We considered that 
we were fairly entitled, when he made a new and 
more popular book, that he should give us a chance 
with it. He chose to commit it to a New York 
branch of a London house, and the lesson of the case 
is, that he must not put his faith in “ branches.” 

“M. D.” is ironical in regard to the doings of 
“ respectable’? publishers. Let me remind him 
that it was widely whispered in the United States 
that his work was more deeply indebted for valuable 
but unacknowledged ideas to “ Spencer's Psycho- 
logy” (which happens to be widely read there) 
than is quite consistent with “respectable’’ au- 
thorship. He applies to us an extract from an 
American medical journal; I might retort an ex- 
tract from a British medical publication confirm- 
ing the impression current in America, but I have 
already trespassed too greatly upon your space.

He also says that his countrymen “ believe ear- 
nestly in their policy of cheap books. Yet at the 
present time American copyright books are quite 
as dear there as English copyright books are in 
England, and an almost prohibitive duty of 25 per 


| cent. is imposed on all books coming from England, 


lest they should, from their cheapness, operate 
against the interests of American printers and pub- 


| lishers. 


I have offered to restate the case, and I think it 
may fairly be put thus: The English have always 
been willing and anxious to establish an Inter- 
national Copyright with the United States on the 
same terms on which they have already made 
treaties with many other countries—viz., to ex- 
change the entire benefits of the English copyright 
laws for the entire benefits of the American copy- 
right laws, unclogged by re-manufacture or any 
other protective stipulation. The Americans refuse 
such a treaty, unless, to use Mr. Appleton’s lan- 
guage, the English author makes a contract directly 
with the American publisher (N.B. the publisher 
must be an American citizen) for the entire re- 
manufacture of his book in the United States. 
Surely it cannot be said that the English publisher 
stops the way. Is it not, by Mr. Appleton’s own 
confession, the American publishers who, by un- 
duly weighting the English author, hinder the 
settlement of the question ? 

Nor is this disadvantage to the English author 


‘merely imaginary, for the cost of producing each 
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copy of a book mainly depends on the number 
printed, and if the initial expense of illustrations, 
setting up the type, and, in many cases, stereo- 
typing, is to be repeated in each country, the 
author must inevitably suffer. Let me illustrate 
this. An author offers a book to an English pub- 
lisher. 
it and its chances in the English market, and bids 
for it say 200/. By Mr. Appleton’s proposal the 
American publisher would do likewise, and also offer 
him, perhaps, 200/. He would thus get 400/. in all 
for his book ; but if sold to an American or English 
publisher untrammelled by Mr. Appleton’s pro- 
posed cost of re-manufacture, he would get at least 
500/. or 6001. for the same book. If left to the 
natural laws of trade, the book would, in most in- 


stances, be manufactured in one country or the | 


other, but not in both. Surely it is simple justice 
to secure to the authors of both countries the full 
benefit of their labors, and to leave the publishers 
of both countries to compete for their productions. 
The natural laws of competition will insure the 
work being given to the public at a fair price, and 
I think it may be assumed that neither the Ameri- 


can nor the English public wish to enjoy the pro- | 
ducts of an author’s brains without fairly remu- | 


nerating him for them. 

Before closing, let me submit for consideration that 
in the absence of International Copyright American 
authors cannot receive the due reward of their 
labors, for it is but natural that the American pub- 
lisher should prefer embarking in a speculation in 
which all the profit goes into his own pocket, as is 
the case with most English reprints, to speculating 
in an American book, for which he must needs give

Sir: Having paid avisit to the United States du- 
ring the summer, I can testify to the willingness of 
American publishers to deal honorably towards the 
owners of English copyrights. 

In the absence of any copyright law, English 
books are being constantly republished in America 
without the author or publisher deriving the least 
@enefit ; but as any one is at liberty to do this, con- 
siderable confusion arises, and I am satisfied, as 
the result of personal intercourse with a large num- 
ber of publishers in various cities in the United 
States, that a favorable understanding between the 
two couutries on this Subject would be most gladly 
welcomed. 

The good feeling which now exists towards Great 
Britain on the part of American citizens generally 
should lead to prompt and active steps being taken 
towards the settlement of a treaty between the two 
nations. The advantages to be gained are, no 
doubt, on the side of England, but America was 
never, perhaps, more ready than now to agree to 
what is just and right.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

A History of the Catholic Church. From the Com 
mencement of the Christian Era to the Ecumeni_ 
cal Council of the Vatican, with Questions 
Adapted to the Use of Schools, Compiled and 
Translated from the Best Authors. By Rev. 
Theodore Noethen. pp. vii., 566. Baltimore: 
J. Murphy & Co. 

The author, as is to be expected, writes in full 
sympathy with the Church, the history of which 
he has traced. His style is earnest and devout, 
though not rhetorical or pretentious. The object 
of the compendium is to furnish a manual for col- 
leges, academies, and schools, and it seems to be well 
adapted to that purpose. Appended to the text is 
a chronological table of Emperors, Popes, Principal 
Events, and Saints. 

The Life and Times of Henry Lord Brougham. 
Written by himself. Vol. 2. pp. 391. New York: 
Harper & Brothers. 

The narrative in the present volume begins with 
the repeal of the Orders in Council in 1801, and 
comes down to the Catholic Emancipation in 1828, 
which brings Brougham forward to the age of 51 
years. The subject which occupies most space in 
the volume is the trial of Queen Caroline, and the 
delicate disputes and difficulties which preceded 
and accompanied it. The period of our last war 
with England is also included inthe narrative, and 
the politics both of England and the Continent were 
for most of the time in question of an extremely 
interesting and exciting sort. In fact, on every 
page we find bits of information which cast addi- 
tional light on many prominent events in the first 
quarter of the century. Thus, even the vexed ques- 
tion of the authorship of Junius is referred to in 
a letter of January 14, 1838 (page 258), in which 
Brougham states that at a dinner he sat next to 
Sir Philip Francis, and referred him to a recent 
article in the Edinburgh Review, on the identity to 
Junius with a living character, but he could not 
get Francis to touch the subject. The interest 
aroused by the first volume of the Memoirs will be 
increased by the preseut one, for it covers perhaps 
the most important and active part of Brougham’s 
career. There will be a third volume, and the en- 
tire work will constitute an agreeable and, in many 
respects, an important addition to our knowledge 
of the times. 


LAW. 


The American Conveyancer. Containing a large 
variety of legal forms and instruments in use 
throughout the United States, together with furms 
aud directions for applicants under the patent 
laws of the United States.

The manual first appeared in 1839, and has pro- 
bably been used since then quite as extensively as 
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any of the various works of its class. The less a 
person has to do with any of them the better, for 
they cannot become a substitute for a lawyer any 
more than a collection of prescriptions can take the 
place of an attending physician. Mr. Durgin has 


made such changes as seemed needful to adapt the 
work to the usage of the present times. 


A Treatise on the Law and Practice of Injunctions in 
« Equity. By William Williamson Kerr, of Lin- 
coln’s Inn. Edited, with Notes and References to 
American Cases, by Wm. A. Herrick. pp. 1xi., 

736. Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 

The English edition of this work, published 
by Maxwell & Son, appeared in 1867. Prior to that 
date the profession had used the text-books of 
Drewry and of Eden, which, though serviceable and 
excellent in themselves, were several years behind 
the times. Mr. Kerr is not, as a law writer, in our 
judgment, equal in ability to the authors just 
named, but his book is a fresher one, and will be 
found especially valuable for its reference to the 
recent decisions, many of which involve, if not new 
principles, at least new and sometimes curious ap- 
plications of them. It is a work well worth repub- 
lication. Mr. Herrick, the American editor, has 
divided the original text into numbered sections, 
and has prefaced each chapter with a short state- 
ment of the subjects of which they respectively 
treat. He has also made such notes and references 


| to American cases as he thought would render the 


work more acceptable in this country, and has at 
the same time added the English cases which have 
appeared since the date of the original publication. 
The additions made by Mr, Herrick are not very ex- 
tensive, but they generally seem to be apposite and 
judicious, as faras they go. They might have been 
still more expanded without coming into compe- 
tition with the text or making the volume too 
bulky. As it stands, it contains only twenty-five 
more pages than the English work. We speak ad- 
visedly when we say that this is a most useful text- 
book. A London copy of it now before us cost the 
importer fifteen dollars, and enabled him to win a 
cause. The profession will no doubt be very glad 
to be furnished with an unmutilated republication 
of it, in excellent style of manufacture, with useful 
additions, at less than half that sum. 


A Treatise on the Constitutional Limitations which 
rest upon the Legislative Powers of the States of 
the American Union. By Thomas M. Cooley. 
pp. liv., 781. Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 

The forms of our written constitutions in this 
country, the division of the functions of govern- 
ment which prevails among us, and the relations 
which current legislation bears to the organic law, 
have raised a series of questions almost peculiar to 
this country, not found, except in embryo, as it 
were, in English jurisprudence. Abundant ma- 
terial is thus furnished for a treatise which may be 
regarded as distinctively American in its character. 
Such a treatise has been prepared by Judge Cooley, 
of the Supreme Court of Michigan, and professor of 
law in the University of that State. It originally 
appeared in 1868, and we are not surprised that a 
second edition has now been called for. It is writ- 
ten with marked ability, and reflects great credit 
upon the research, cool judgment, and good sense of 
the author. Many of the topics of which he treats 
have at times been made the causes or the occa- 
sions of sharp controversy, yet our author’s pre- 
vailing mode of dealing with them is calm, tem pe- 
rate, lawyer-like, or, as we think we may say, judge- 
like. All who, either at the bar or on the bench, 
are called upon to deal with constitutional qnes- 
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tions, will be greatly aided by the cases which are 
here collected, and by the comparison, analysis, and 
investigation to which the author subjects them. 
Chapter V., which, among other things, examines 
the important question, how far the legislature may 
delegate the law-making power to the people, and 
what constitutes such delegation, is an admirable 
specimen of the author’s powers of legal reasoning.

Mrs. APHRA BeHN was a woman of diversified talent, for she shone in her day 
not only as a Dramatist, but as a Port and Novettst. Bred up in the gallantries 
of the age of Charles the Second, she lived a free and easy life, devoted to literature, 
amid a crowd of admirers attracted by her beauty and wit; reckoning among those 
admirers most of the great geniuses of her day—she may, in truth, be styled the 
English Aspasia of the seventeenth century. That she was a woman deeply acquainted 
with the world is evident from her Dramatic WritinGs, which give us a more vivid 
picture of English Society in the latter half of the seventeenth century than those of any 
other writer of the same class. In fact, they may be taken as the best types of this 
class of the literature of that period; often licentivus, in an extraordinary degree, in 
language and sentiment, they exhibit a brilliance of conversation in the dialogue, and 
a skill in arranging the plot, in which she has few equals. We may regard her indeed 
as our earliest comic writer of any worth. One of the wittiest of Mrs. Behn’s come- 
dies, “* The Widow Ranter,’” is founded on the insurrection in Vircinia, which, from 
its leader, Colonel Nathaniel Bacon, is known as Bacon’s Rebellion.—Retrospective 
Review.

The books, of which both text and illustrations are new, do not exceed twenty 


in number, if there are as many. 


The deficiency, however, is amply supplied 


by reprints of foreign authors, and by books manufactured abroad, of which editions have 


been imported by the American publishers. 


Children’s books, also, are less plentiful than of late years, but those that have been 


issued show a decided improvement in quality. 


Otherwise the year has not been unfruit- 


ful, although not marked by any very great literary undertaking.

Poems of Memory and Hope. By Elizabeth Bar- 
rett Browning. pp. 162. New York: James 
Miller. 

Aurora Leigh, and Other Poems. By Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning. From the last London edi- 
tion; corrected by the author. pp. 251. New 
York: James Miller. 

Mrs. Browning was a genius even when a child. 
She enjoyed all the educational benefits that 
wealth could afford, and at the age of ten years 
attempted writing prose and verse; at fifteen her 
powers had become known to numbers of her 
friends, and at seventeen she published her 
* Essay on Mind, and Other Poems.” No female 
writer of her time surpasses her in ability of the 
highest order. At times she is Tennysonian in 
her sweetness, and at other times she rises to 
those lofty heights of poetry which remind you 
ot Shakspeare, or the inspiration which her study 
of AZschylus may be supposed to have imparted 
to her. Her mind is rather masculine than femi- 
nine, and cultivated to an extreme degree by fa- 
miliarity with the ancient classics and continental 
literature. What other woman—indeed, what 
man, except perhaps Shelley—of England or 
America, could have written the essays on the 
Greek Christian poets, and translated the “ Pro- 
metheus Bound,” in a superior manner? Mrs. 
Browning has her faults of occasional extrava- 
gance, obscurity, and eccentricity of style; but 
they are the overflowings of her originality and 
vigor; and, in spite of them, she displays powers 
which place her in the front rank of her own sex, 
and which are possessed by but few of the other 
sex. The first of the volumes named above is 
produced by Mr. Miller in a charming style, which 
reflects upon him the highest degree of credit. 
It contains twelve admirably expressive illustra- 
tions by Hennesy, Thwaites, and Clayton. The 
binding is extremely bright and beautiful, the 
sides being ornamented in a manner scarcely sur- 
passed by any of the books we have lately re- 
ceived. Whoever wishes a volume of genuine 
poetry, contained in a most appropriate setting, 
will find it here. ‘he second of the volumes is a 
compact small quarto edition of the poems com- 
plete.

The Dialogues of Plato, translated into English, 
with Analyses and Introductions. By B. Jow- 
ett, M.A., Master of Balliol College, Regius 
Professor of Greek in the University of Oxford. 
4 vols. 12mo. pp. xii., 681, 607, 599, 594. New 
York: Charles Scribner & Co. 

The title-page of these really elegant volumes, 
which Messrs. Scribner & Co. have issued from 
the well-known Riverside press and on tinted pa- 


| per, tells the whole story of their plan and con- 


tents. Professor Jowett modestly claims no other 
merit than that of translating and editing the im- 
mortal dialogues. But there may be a translation 
so careful and so congenial, so faithful to the very 
genius and spirit of its original, that itis not only 
a translation, but a commentary also. As with 
the sacred Scriptures the best comment is an ex- 
act and learned exegesis, so with any classic writ- 
ings, if a translator can think the great thoughts 
of the author after him—think them, for example, 
in English as he thought them in Greek—and can 


| reproduce them in a style so easy and familiar, so 


elegant and attractive, that they shall seem native 
rather than naturalized, more has been done by 
such translation than could be accomplished by 
the most diffuse and minute commentary. And it 
is such a work as this that Professor Jowett has 
done for Plato. Hitherto the great name of Pla- 
to has been to many even of the more cultivated 
among general readers not much more than a 
name—a name indeed of vast and recognized au- 
thority, but of authority vague and somewhat un- 
intelligible. He has been the friend of the few, 
the companion of the scholar, the admiration of 
the learned. That he should ever be, in any sense, 
popularized, that it should be possible for busy 
men in this most busy age to master his great 
thought, and to become familiar with his elo- 
quent utterance, seemed almost too much to hope 
for. 

But henceforward there will be no excuse for 
any one, who wishes to be well informed in ancient 
literature, if he is unfamiliar with this noblest of 
the classic authors. ‘hese treasures are unlocked ; 
not alone the dry and wrinkled scholar who has 
spent his life with grammars and with lexicons, and 
in the drudgery of patient toil among dead words, 
butalso the man unlearned in any tongue except his 
own, if he be thoughtful and earnest, and of taste 
that can appreciate the pure beauty of the keenest 
and sublimest intellect, can have access to the 
very mind and spirit of what was best in Greece 
two thousand years ago. And that some parts, 
at least, of these venerable writings may have a 
fresh and popular interest in our day is evident 
from the fact that, already, extracts from Prof. 
Jowett’s translation are copied in the “ Miscella- 
neous” columns of our newspapers, side by side 
with extracts from the current magazines or latest 
novels, or even the speeches of our own statesmen 
and senators. Thus, for example, we have met 
with the last two pages of the “ Phido” going the 
rounds of our journals and read with eagerness by 
many readers, to whom the reading of Plato is 
without doubt a most novel and unexpected sen- 
sation. And, indeed, what wonder is it that when 
the story of the death of Socrates, “ our friend” 
(as his disciple says), “ whom I may truly call the 
wisest and justest and best of all the men whom [ 
have ever known,” is given in the simple pon in 
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which the great disciple wrote it—what wonder is 
it if the story should be popular? 

There are three classes of readers to whom 
the work of Professor Jowett will be, for very 
different reasons, welcome. ‘The learned few, to 
whom the Greek of the original is so familiar 
that they need no aid to make it more so, willstill 
be glad to have the loving and wise counsel of one 
who has given to the text of the great master the 
best labor of his life, and the soundest and best 
criticism of which his well-practised mind was ca- 
pable. Then there is a class, who, knowing some- 
thing of the classic languages, and finding time to 
study in the original some parts of Plato, are yet 
sorrowfully aware of the great body of literature, 
more voluminous even than they thought, which 
has been lying all the time beyond their reach, 
but now is brought nigh tothem. And then there 
is that largest class, of which we have already spo- 
ken, to whom all Greek literature is inaccessible, 
except as Greek scholars shall more or less suc- 
cessfully make it familiar. 

It is, therefore, hard to overestimate the ser- 
vice which Professor Jowett has rendered. In 
these days of weak thinking and slovenly writing, 
we may hope for tonic and purifying results, of a 
much needed sort, to follow from the popularizing 
of so grand a model of strong thought and elegant 
expression. Of the extraordinary vividness of the 
pictures of Greek life which live upon these pages, 
we have no space to speak, still less to cite exam- 
ples. There is history, as well as philosophy, in 
the dialogues, and history so told by hints and 
incidents that it is wonderfully lively and effec- 
tive. And the simple and nervous terseness of the 
English style of the translator, its idiomatic fresh- 
ness and accuracy, will secure for the book a place 
among English classics hardly inferior to that 
which the great original has long maintained in 
Greek. 

In the arrangement of the dialogues, Professor 
Jowett has wisely discarded the fanciful theories 
of those German scholars who find in them a defi- 
nite and comprehensive plan. He discovers no 
evidence of such a plan, and with great good 
sense dismisses it as almost necessarily improba- 
ble. The very few words of preface with which 
he addresses himself to his work as editor and 
translator, confirm our confidence not only in 
his scholarly ability, but in his great fairness and 
honesty. We may be sure that there is nothing 
found in the text which was first put there by the 
translator's prejudice or fancy. 'o reproduce 
the Greek philosopher, as he wrote and thought in 
his own time and place, is the persistent and most 
successful effort of this noble work. 


Reynard the Fox: a Burlesque Poem. From the 
Low-German original of the fifteenth century. 
pp. xv., 202. 

The Poetical Works of Robert Burns, edited by 
the Rev. Robert Aris Wilmott. A new edition, 
with numerous additions ; with thirty-two illus- 
trations. 

These two volumes are from Lee & Shepard, 
Boston. ‘They correspond in general style of 
manufacture, but the contents are of course of a 
widely diverse sort. The “ Fable of the Fox” is 
known to be one of the most ancient productions 
of German literature. It seems to have first ap-

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| Down to the end of the eighteenth century, weare 


told that twenty-two editions of the original had 
been publishea, and that it had been translated 
into almost every language of Europe, as well as 
into Latin verse and even into Hebrew. Goethe's 
version in hexameters is well known. The nume- 
rous illustrations in the present edition are very 
spirited and quite in keeping with the character of 
the story. 

The edition of the “ Poems of Burns” is neat 
and compact, besides containing numerous fine 
illustrations. 

Each volume is manufactured in a superior 
style. The pages have red border lines, and the 
edition is designated by the publishers as the 
“Red Line Edition.”” The volumes are put up 
separately in boxes. In the form in which they 
appear they are highly appropriate to the season, 
and should take their place among the gilt-books 
that will be sought after. 


The Wonders of the Yosemite Valley, and of 
California. By Prof. Samuel Kneeland, A.M., 
M.D., Professor of Zoology in the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. With original 
Photographic Illustrations by John P. Soule. 
Small 4to. pp. xii., 71. Boston: Alexander 
Moore. 

Let us in the first place do Mr. Moore the jus- 
tice to say that, in the form in which he has pro- 
duced this book, he has shown a marked degree 
of originality, as well as of taste. The size of 
the page, its typography, the arrangement of the 
border lines, the use of photographic illustrations 
and the manner in which they are placed upon 
the page, the bevelled binding, and the lettering 
and ornament of the sides, are all features indi- 
cating that the mind which planned them was 
capable of accomplishing something outside of the 
beaten track. As a specimen of book manufac- 
ture we have no hesitation in saying that, taken 
as a whole, it reflects the utmost credit upon the 
publisher. Prof. Kneeland is in raptures over 
his California trip, and he has written the present 
volume in the hope that the scenes recently visited 
by him may be more sought for by Eastern trav- 
ellers, and that the order followed by him, and 
here sketched, may serve in some measure as a 
useful guide to the Yosemite Valley, and to the 
other wonders of California. If one protests to 
the author about the inconvenience and fatigue of 
travelling so great a distance, his prompt and en- 
thusiastic answer is, that the first and only diffi- 
culty in the journey to the Pacific is to get started, 
and then, with the comfortable cars, good food, 
easy bed, and other luxuries of the Pullman and 
Wagner ** palaces,” the traveller of ordinary en- 
durance and common sense has only to take his 
ease and enjoy himself. The contents of the 
volume commence with a sketch of the region 
from Omaha to Salt Lake. A chapter is then 
devoted to Salt Lake and the Central Pacific 
Railroad, after which the writer enters into his 
description of the Yosemite Valley, and all its 
amazing wonders of rock, cleft, precipice, water- 
fall, tree, grove, and lake. A chapter is added

The Pilgrim's Progress from this World to that 
which is to Come. By John Bunyan. With 
Notes by the Rev. Robert Maguire, M.A. II- 
lustrated by H. C. Selons, Esq., and M. Paolo 
Priolo. pp. xvi., 400. Boston: Lee & Shep- 
ard. 

Surely the rare old Dreamer, with all his ca- 
pacity for dreaming, never dreamed that the story 
of his Pilgrim would ever appear in a book like 
unto this. And yet what form of book does it 
not deserve ? Side by side with ‘‘ Paradise Lost,” 
it stands, as the only other great creative work 
of the latter part of the seventeenth century. It 
has been published in every possible style, has 
been read in all languages, and its readers have 
been the aged and the young, the wise and the 
simple, the saint and the sage. In the shape in 
which it is now before us every effort has been 
made to adorn the text and also to expound it, if 
that word can be applied to an explanation or en- 
forcement of what is seemingly so simple. The 
pages are inclosed by border lines, and the illus- 
trations, some of them of full-page size, are not 
less than one hundred in number. As a specimen 
of London work, and even of the work of Cas- 
sell, Petter & Galpin, this edition of “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress” will compare favorably with anything 
of a similar character that has recently been pro- 
duced. Many of the illustrations are themselves 
studies. Take for instance the one by Mr. Se- 


lons which faces page 132, representing the death 
of Faithful. It has a characterization of faces 
and figures which reminds one of Kaulbach’s 
sharp, distinctive. and individualized drawing. We 
should do injustice to our readers if we did not 


callemphatic attention to the work. We our- 
selves have lingered over its pages with pleasure, 
and appreciating as we do so highly the luxury of 
finding a great masterpiece of literature treated 
by a publisher as it deserves, we lay aside the 
volume with reluctance. 

Dogs and Their Doings. By the Rev. F. 0. Mor- 
ris, B.A., author of “ A History of British 
Birds,” etc. pp. x., 184.

We have here a number of interesting incidents 
connected with the habits of dogs, and indicative 
of their intelligence and faithfulness.

How many successive generations of boys and 
girls have found delight in the pages of Robinson 
Crusoe, since it was first published by Mr. Wil- 
liam Taylor, at the sign of the Ship, in Paternoster 
Row, London, more than one hundred and fifty 
years ago! It is worthy of remark that the two 
most lasting favorites with young people were 
published within seven years of each other— 
Robinson Crusoe in 1719, and Gulliver’s Trav- 
els in 1726. It is true that the latter was written 
for anything but juvenile reading, but times have 
altered, and that which was read by our great- 
| grandfathers as a wonderful satire on the follies 
of the age, is now read by our sons and daughters 
for amusement. It is pleasant to find an old fa- 
vorite in such becoming dress as the volume 
before us. Inthe absence of all other attractions, 
the beautiful and numerous illustrations it con- 
tains would be sufficient to excite the curiosity of 
young people. There are nearly a hundred of 
these, of which at least fifty are full page, and 
they are all drawn and engraved in a very supe- 
rior manner. It would be hard for us to find 
anything to say in favor of the story, which has 
not already been said over and over again, and 
we must, therefore, confine our attention exclu- 
sively to the quality of the manufacture of the 
present edition. The book is of English make, 
and is printed io a fine, bold type, on paper of ex- 
cellent texture. A portrait of the author and an 
introductory sketch of his life are given. The 
copy sent us is bound in crimson cloth, with an 
appropriate design upon the side, and with gilt 
edges. We know of no book which in our youth 
we should have more highly prized as a gift, and

generous, and easy enough to manage, when the 
management is properly directed. Several girls 
are also introduced, but with these the author is 
less successful. The ‘Red Shanty” is an old- 
fashioned school-house, and “ Dick Hardy,” the 
hero of the tale, is one of the least regular of 
the scholars. He has a remarkable faculty for 
getting into scrapes, from which good fortune, 


rather than anything else, enables him to escape 


without very serious consequences. 

The author never attempts to preach to his 
readers, but leaves them to find out the moral for 
themselves. ‘There is nothing forced about his 
language, which is just such as might be heard 
among boys, and we think that, as a whole, the 
book is likely to be read without skipping by all 
boys into whose hands it may fall. 

The Palmetto Boys. By Julia McNair Wright.

The authoress of this volume is a well-known 
writer of children’s books, and when we state that 
the present volume is written in her best style, we 
accord her no slight praise. It describes a winter 
spent in Florida, by a lady and her son, a small 
gentleman who “ was three years old ever so long 
ago, when peaches were ripe.” Everything was 
strange and new to the travellers, the scenery, the 
vegetation, modes of living, and, as the tale pro- 
gresses, these peculiarities are pointed out by the 
author in just such a manner as would be sure to 
strike a child, and the questions which they 
prompt are answered in a way both instructive 
and amusing. 

The original views of “ Johnnie” upon sundry 
matters are very entertaining, and the unex- 
pected announcement of his opinion occasionally 
created a marked sensation, as when he electrified 
a company of officers who were playing at cards 
on board the steamer on which he was a pas- 
senger, by solemnly assuring them that “if you 
play at cards, you won't get to heaven.” The 
book is tastefully manufactured.

devotion of the handsome prince Selim, whom 
she marries, and both live happily together ever 
after.

We have had occasion from time to time to 
notice and commend the successive volumes of 
the “Illustrated Library of Wonders,” as they 
have appeared. It is a series that has the merits 
and demerits of all works intended for popular 
circulation, and while it may not be wholly accept- 
able to the vigorous scientist, it nevertheless em- 
bodies a large amount of information well adapted 
for the general reader. For school libraries and 
for family use, there is no recent collection of 
works more instructive or more attractive. There 
is much that is fascinating in the narratives of peril 
and adventure here collected. ‘The passages are 
selected from the narratives of German, French, 
and English, and there is but little that relates to 
the mountains of North America or of the West- 
ern Hemisphere. There are other volumes of the 
collection which are written in a more original 
style of authorship than the present.

Mr. Abbott is 
a veteran writer, and does not tire in the use of 
his pen. “The August Stories” is a new series 
which he has projected, and of which the first vol- 
ume is already issued. Three others are to follow 
it.

gravings. The illustrations are extremely appro. 
priate, and in thorough accord with the text. It 
is really one of the cleverest little books that we 
have seen lately, and is the product of artistic 
taste in thorough sympathy with the nursery, 
As we pen these lines a little girl at our side 
is running over with pleasure the odd-looking 
pictures.

McLavoutan’s Cotorep Toy Booxs.—We have 
received several specimens of the colored Toy 
Books issued by Messrs. McLaughlan Bros., New 
York, in which the illustrations fairly rival the 
productions of the English publishers. We do 
not consider, however, that they are yet equal to 
Kronheim’s work, although they show a vast stride 
in the right direction. The outlines are too in- 
distinct and the colors too glaring to be really 
effectual, and the general designs have a feebleness 
and want of finish, in which features their Eng- 
lish prototypes excel. However, taking all things 
into consideration, they are exceedingly well got 
up, and the publishers deserve great credit for 
their persistent efforts in this branch of book- 
making. The books we have received are, “ Hey 
Diddle Diddle, “ Babes in the Wood,” “ Visit to 
the Menagerie,” “ Yankee Doodle,” and “ Visit of 
St. Nicholas.” The designs for the last mentioned 
were drawn by Thomas Nast.

The Poetical Works of Thomas Gray. With a 
Memoir. Illustrated. l6mo. pp. cxix., 146, 
New York: James Miller. 

This is one of the volumes of the “ Household” 
edition of the poets which Mr. Miller is in course 
of publishing. They are issued in handsome cloth 
bindings. with gilt edges, and each contains seve- 
ral illustrations. 

The present volume contains a well-written 
sketch of Gray’s biography, by Rev. John Mit 
ford, with a letter from Mr. Jacob Bryant, who 
was a schoolfellow of the poet when at Eton. 
Who is not familiar with the anecdote of General 
Wolf repeating the well-known “ Elegy Written 
in a Country Churchyard” the evening before his 
successful attack upon Quebec, and of the tribute 
then paid by a brave soldier to the poet. It 
would be difficult to find in the whole range of 
English poetry one piece more often quoted, 
and more generally admired and known, than the 
Elegy. Readers who desire a handy edition of 
the poet’s writings, will find this well suited to 
their purpose, while its very handsome exterior 
would make it a most acceptable present.

In this series, the author, instead of furnishing 
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a collection of dialogues which might be grouped 
into dramas, as was done in his first series, has 
arranged a number of dramas which may, if de- 
sired, be separated into dialogues, nearly every 
scene of which will contain enough of interest in 
itself to render it acceptable as a part of a school 
exhibition. We have, therefore, a collection of 
dramas from Dickens, in his own language, with- 
out alteration or interpolation, and with careful 
directions as to the “ stage business.”” The sub- 
jects of the plays are: A Merry Christmas; The 
Cricket on the Hearth; The Battle of Life; The 
Two Clubs; Pursuit of Knowledge; The Propo- 
sal; Mr. Micawber’s Gauntlet; Scenes in the 
Fleet; Mrs. Weller’s Will; with three or four 
miscellaneous selections. 


Beeton’s Great Book of Poetry: from Cedmon 
and King Alfred’s Boethius, to Browning and 
Tennyson, containing nearly T'wo Thousand of 
the Best Pieces in the English Language; with 
Sketches of the History of the Poetry of Our 
Country, and Biographical Notices of Five 
Hundred of the Poets. Edited by S. O. Beeton. 
2 vols. 8vo. pp. — Philadelphia: George 
Gebbie. 

It is unusual to preface the notice of a book 
by speaking of its index, but, in a work of this 
kind, the care bestowed upon the index is very 
often indicative of the merits of the work itself. 
In this instance, after scanning the preface, we 
were struck with the evident pains taken with the 
compilation of the index, or rather indexes, for 
there are several of them. First is an index to 
the indexes, by which we see that there are no less 
than ten. ‘Then follow indexes of names of the 
poets, and dates when they flourished ; names of 


the poets, with number of poems; names of the 
poets, with titles of poems; alphabetical list of 


poems ; alphabetical list of first lines, &. This 
attention to an oft-neglected particular, we con- 
fess to have strongly prepossessed us in favor of 
the work, and which we found, on further exami- 
nation, to fully equal our anticipations. It is no 
mere paste and scissor compilation from a score 
of popular favorites, but gives in chronological 
order selections from the best writers of English 
poetry, from the earliest times to the present. 
The work is divided into seven periods. The 
first, beginning with Czedmon, about the middle 
of the seventh century, comes down to the end 
of the fourteenth. ‘The second period begins 
with the year 1400 and ends with 1558, during 
which time flourished, among others, James I., the 
accomplished king of Scotland, who was for 
eighteen years a prisoner in England, William 
Dunbar, Sir David Lindsay, Sir Thomas Wyatt, 
and others. he third period, from 1550 to 1649, 
includes the most brilliant cluster of names which 
occur in any similar period of the history of 
English literature. It was during this period that 
Shakspeare, Ben Jonson, Massinger, Ford, Mar- 
lowe, Sir Philip Sydney, Sir Walter Raleigh, Ed- 
mund Spenser, Beaumont, Fletcher, Dr. Donne, 
Francis (Juarles, Richard Crashaw, George Her- 
bert, Sir John Suckling, Richard Lovelace, Sir 
Richard Fanshawe, Sir William Davenant, John 
Lyly, Robert Burton, Edward Vere, Earl of Ox- 
ford, Sir Thomas Overbury, and innumerable lesser 


lights flourished. The fourth period, from 1649 to, 


1689, was scarcely less productive, and includes 
such names as Crowley, Jeremy Taylor, Milton, 
Waller, Andrew Marvel, Charles Cotton, John 
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Dryden, Thomas Otway, Wycherley, and Mrs, 
Aphra Behn. The fifth period, from 1689 to 
1727, includes the names of Matthew Prior, Addi- 
son, Swift, Pope, Gay, Allan Ramsay, and Sir 
John Vanbrugh. During the sixth period, 
from 1727 to 1780, flourished Richard Savage, 
Dr. Doddridge, Edward Young, Samuel Johnson, 
Shenstone, Akenside, Thomas Gray, Goldsmith, 
Smollett, Chatterton, Falconer, Thomas War- 
ton, Beattie, and Bishop. ‘The seventh period 
carries us up to William Morris and Dante Ga- 
briel Rossetti. Thirty-one American poets are 
mentioned, and quotations given from their works. 
These are arranged in a separate division, at the 
end of the second volume. Prefacing each division 
are given biographical sketches of the poets who 
flourished during the period it covers, with a list 
of some of their most celebrated works, some 
critical remarks upon their merits, and a sketch 
of the general character of the poetry of the 
period. There are altogether about five hundred 
poets mentioned, and nearly two thousand selec- 
tions from their poems. Each poem has the 
name of the writer and the date of his birth at- 
tached, and the editor has been especially careful 
to compare the selections with the original, 
wherever it has been possible, to insure the cor- 
rectness of the text. 

We have thus a complete history of the advance 
of English poetry, showing the gradual transitions 
through which it has passed, and the changes 
which time has wrought in the meaning of words 
and forms of expression. It is a volume of the 
utmost interest and value to all readers who feel 
interested in the growth of the language and in 
the history and progress of English poetry. 

As most of the selections from American poets 
are copyright property, Mr. Gebbie has obtained 
special permission from the various copyright 
holders to issue the book in this country, and any 
copies except those bearing his imprint, are liable 
to seizure. The book is printed in England, and 
both paper and typography are excellent. The 
latter is large and clear, and arranged in double 
columns, with neat border lines. The books have 
an exceedingly handsome appearance, and are 
issued by Mr. Gebbie in various styles of binding, 
from cloth lettered to full morocco. 


Dream Life,and Other Poems. By Stockton 
Bates. l6mo. pp. 120.

It is truly the musings of a refined 
and cultivated mind, suggested by extensive 
reading, and pervaded by a quiet, genial humor, 
which recalls pleasant memories of the gentle 
Elia or of Thackeray. The numerous quotations 
from various authors, by which his views are sus- 
tained or illustrated, exhibit a widely extended 
course of reading, and the sound philosophy which 
underlies the whole could only be the result of | 
much deep and thoughtful study. The volume con- 
tain snineteen chapters, representing as many sepa- 
rate topics, all of which are discussed in the same 
congenial style. ‘About Square Men in Round 
Holes, and Round in Square,” is the title of a 
chapter in which the unfitness of the occupation 
in which some men have found themselves em- 
ployed is treated, and illustrated by such exam- 
ples as Horne Tooke and Dr. Walcot. 

“Cues from all Quarters” is a volume that 
may be taken up at any moment, and one that 
will assuredly stand the test of more than a single 
reading.

ture” is anoble appeal for sympathy towards the 
students of art, and shows that a due cultivation 
of the aris is not incompatible with our utilita- 
rian institutions. In our efforts to rid ourselves 
of the burden imposed by the prejudices begotten 
of custom and tradition, and to base our institu- 
tions upon the only sure foundation, absolute 
trath, we have rejected the good with the bad; 
and art, preserved untainted amid the corruption 
of centuries, which amid the infinite changes 
wrought by time has proved itself immortal, re- 
mains neglected and despised. ‘“ Americanism in 
Literature” is not an enumeration of the vulgar- 
isms to be met with in literature, but is a demand 
for originality on the part of American writers, 
instead of a servile imitation of foreign models. 
“A nation which has begun to create a litera- 
ture,” says Mr. Higginson, “ must sow some wild 
oats. The most tiresome vaingloriousness may 
be more hopeful than hypercriticism and spleen. 
The follies of the absurdest spread-eagle orator 
may be far more promising, because they smack | 
miore of the soil, than the neat Londonism of the | 
city editor who dissects him.” “ Ought a Woman | 
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to Learnthe Alphabet?” The author argues 
that having permitted woman to learn the al- 


| phabet, and thus, by placing the key in her hands, 


opening before her the vast fields of knowledge, 
shall we place a barrier in her path, and say, thus 
far shalt thou go, and no further? Assuredly not; 
whence it follows that having given her every 
opportunity for the acquirement of knowledge, 
and admitted her intellectual equality with man, 
she is also entitled to a fair start in the race for 
those honors and rewards to which men aspire. 
If we deny this, our action shows that we still 


| believe that brute force is superior to mind. On 


this subject we differ from the conclusions of 
Mr. Higginson. If at the present time the in- 
tellectual qualities of women are equal to those of 
men, their opportunities for development having 
been the same, it is a natural ecndelen that it 
must have been so from the beginning, and there- 
fore they were equal from the start. Yet, in the 
race of nearly six thousand years, women have 
fallen far behind. Mr. Higginson, however, says 
this period was an age of brute force, in which the 
weaker were compelled to give way to the 
stronger. This we grant; but even in the darkest 
ages, history shows that women of genius did 
make themselves famous, despite all opposition. 
Dido governed Carthage, and Aspasia was famous 
in Athens. It matters not whether either of these 
women really existed. The idea was familiar to 
those who wrote of them, which is sufficient to 
prove that the superiority of some women was 
admitted even then. Men boldly hew out their 
own fortunes with mind or muscle, and the destiny 
of woman is equally in her own hands. Mrs. 
Browning would have been probably no more 
awkward in the dragoons’ stable than was Cole- 
ridge, but both achieved fame in their most fitting 
occupation. Social prejudices may discourage 
women, but aspiring genius, whether in man or 
woman, needs both boldness and persistence to 
repel the attacks of prejudice and ignorance. 
Women can and do rise as high as their genius 
entitles them to, without special legislation for 
their benefit. It needed no band of Amazons to 
force from the world admiration of the courage of 
Grace Darling or the genius of Rosa Bonheur. 
The world did not stay to question their right, but 
hastened to admire their performances, and ac- 
knowledge their merit. Space will not permit us 
to enter further into the subject, although there 
are other points we might contest. “A Charge 
with Prince Rupert” is an historical picture, 
glowing with life and color, and the three essays 
following are of a similar character. “The Greek 
Goddesses” and * Sappho” exhibit the fondness of 
the author for classical subjects, and the final 
chapter, “On an Old Latin Text Book,” is a 
pleasant reverie, in which memories of school- 
boy days are recalled from the misty cavern of 
time. 

Mr. Higginson reasons logically and well, and 
his language is always vigorous and well chosen. 
He throws some new light upon subjects already 
familiar, and the charming style in which he pre- 
sents them invests his themes with a peculiar 
attractiveness. We regard the volume as a 
worthy companion to the works of Fmerson and 
Irving, and esteem it fortunate that the art of 
essay writing has not entirely departed from 
among us.

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Life and Letters of Catharine M. Sedgwick. Fd- 
ited by Mary E. Deway. pp. 446.

Miss Sedgwick was born eighty years ago, and 
has been dead three years. She is the author of 
numerous works, chiefly of fiction. She wrote 
profusely, was popular in her time, some of her 
works were translated into the continental lan- 
guages, and she was praised in magazines and 
reviews at home and abroad. Harper & Brothers, 
at the close of the volume, enumerate thirteen of 
her works as on sale by them, but that is not by 
aby means a complete list of her writings. There 
was nothing eventful in her life, and there is no- 
thing of general interest in her letters, though they 
may be attractive to her acquaintance and to the 
members of her family. She does not hesitate to 
touch upon all current subjects, not excepting 
the admission of ‘Texas, anti-slavery, “ Calvin’s 
gloomy interpretation of Scripture,” etc. 


A Russian Journey. By Edna Dean Proctor.

The recent reception in this country of a mem- 

ber of the Russian Imperial family will impart an 

adventitious interest to this volume. It is at least 
fortunate for the United States of America that 

Edna Dean Proctor has a good word for the Czar 

Alexander. It would be very unfortunate, just at 

this critical juncture of Asiatic advancement in 

the East, and of female suffrage in the West, if 

Edna Dean Proctor was not in accord with Russia. 

Woe to Russia if the Proctor had not had his 

sufficient evidence or influence to denounce the 

tepublic.

for the first time. The Cromwell first appeared 
in 1845, and the Sterling in 1851. Almost a new 
generation has grown up since then, to whom the 
earlier works of Carlyle will have the air of nov- 
elty. The forms in which Chapman & Hall are 
reproducing them are neat and convenient. 


Kaufmann’s American Painting Book. The 
Art of Painting, or of Imitating the Effects of 
Color in Nature. With Illustrations executed 
in Colors. By Theodore Kaufmann. Imperial 
4to. pp. 20. Boston: L. Prang & Co. 

We infer from the concluding paragraph in the 
letter-press portion of this volume that it is the 
first of a graduated series of works on painting 
which the author has in hand. Its scope is the 
first step in analysis of color. Certain words 
when expressing familiar objects, present to our 
minds a definite idea of some comparatively simi- 


lar object which we have seen. ‘Thus the word | 
“foliage” immediately suggests the leaves of a| 


tree or plant.

They are green, and all of a par- 
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But if we attempt to express the 
object on canvas, we find that we must go far. 
ther. We may paint a cluster of leaves of the 
correct shape, and of the exact shade of green, 
but find that our work still bears no resemblanee 
to nature. A closer examination will show that 
the local color of the leaves undergoes mapy 
changes, in some places deepening almost to black, 
and in others lightening to yellow, and between 
these extremes there may be a dozen different 
shades. ‘To imitate these graduations of light 
and shade, requires a knowledge of analysis 
of color, and of the pigments by which the effect 
may be produced. Thus we find that green. con- 
sisting of red and blue, changes into half-tones 
through the medium of the remaining abstract 
color, red. This is technically known as modelling 
tones. The instructions given in these partic. 
ulars are written with extreme plainness, and 
the unavoidable use of technical expressions ig 
always preceded by an explanation of their meao- 
ing. This feature, however, which would alone 
commend the book to art-students, is not its chief 
merit. The work is illustrated by means of chro. 
mo-lithographic examples, prepared with the ut 
most care, under the direct supervision of the 
author. Such a feature was never before at- 
tempted in a work on art, indeed was not possible, 
and only the great advance in chromo-lithography 
during the past few years has now permitted its 
accomplishment. Each step in the progress of 
coloring is thus illustrated, and if the explana- 
tions leave any doubts in the pupil’s mind, a refer- 
ence to the illustrations will at once remove 
them. The value and importance of this feature 
cannot be overestimated, and we feel assured the 
mere announcement will at once recommend the 
work to all students of art. This is, we believe, 
the first practical work on art ever published in 
America, and we may, in this instance at least, 
take credit to ourselves for having improved on 
the idea, and having inaugurated a new era in 
works of this kind, for we feel sure that its ex- 
ample will be followed by all future writers on the 
subject. Had Sir Joshua Reynolds, or other great 
master of color, left behind him a work thus illus- 
trated, its value to artists would have been price- 
less, and an edition of Ruskin, illustrated in this 
manner, would increase its practical utility a 
hundred-fold. 

We are confident that Mr. Kaufmann’s work 
needs only to be seen by those interested in art 
matters, for its merits to be at once acknowledged, 
and its success assured. 


History of English Literature. By W. A. Taine. 
Translated by H. Van Laun, one of the Masters 
of the Edinburgh Academy ; with a preface pre- 
pared especially for this translation by the 
author. Vol. I. Royal 8vo. pp. x., 531. New 
York: Holt & Williams. 

A work such as this requires a review rather 
than a notice. It cannot be expected that in the 
limited space at our command we can do much 
more than make known its appearance and ind 
cate the scope of its contents. We believe the 
general result of the English opiuion upon it is 
creditable to the author, and it is regarded as8 
highly commendable work—especially from 4 
Frenchman. In this country Taine has found 4 
large circle of readers, as is evident from the fact 
that Messrs. Holt & Williams have had a ready 
sale for the previous works—ou Intelligence ; the 
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Philosophy of we nege ago the Philosophy of Art 
in the Netherlands; the Ideal in Art; Italy, Rome, 
and Naples; and Italy, Florence, and Venice. 
Taine and Ruskin should, we think, be regarded as 
the finest art-writers of their respective countries. 
Fach has natural qualities of a high order and 
bighly cultivated, but each has obvious and grave 
faults. After all, however, what author is so 
“entire and perfect” as to be without either posi- 
tive or negative faults? As respects the present 
work, we are informed by the translator that he 
has collected almost every passage mentioned by 
the author, verified.every quotation, and spared 
no pains to render this history of English Litera- 
ture worthy of its author and the subject. The 
French edition is dedicated by the author to Gui- 
zot, in terms creditable to the utterer of the com- 
pliment as well as its recipient. The present 
volume is divided into three books. He first 
treats of the Sources of English Literature, those 
being stated to be the Saxons, the Normans, and 
the writers of the New Tongue, beginning with 
Chaucer. The second book is occupied generally 
with the Renaissance, the treatment being subdi- 
vided into The Pagan Renaissance, The Theatre, 
Ben Jonson, Shakspeare, The Christian Renais- 
sence, and Milton. The third book treats of The 
Restoration, the last author noticed being Sheri- 
dan, or rather his play, The School for Scandal. 
It is needless to say that in these five hundred and 
thirty pages there is a great deal of brilliant writ- 
ing. Weexpect that from Taine. At the same 
time, an Englishman must necessarily have much 
to object to a Frenchman's criticisms upon the 
literary gods, major and minor, of his nation and 


his literature. Still, it is a fine comparative study | 


to see how a foreigner can criticize our own 
authors. We have been really pained at the 
irreverence and levity which mark Taine’s treat- 
ment of Paradise Lost, but at the same time have 
enjoyed the general brightness and _ keenness 
which characterize the whole work, and when we 
have disagreed, have simply smiled, or pitied. 

We recommend the same philosophy along with 

the work itself to all others. 

Americanisms: The English of the New World. 
By M. Schele De Vere, LL.D. pp. 685. New 
York: Charles Scribner & Co. 

Scribner & Co. have paid considerable attention 
to the publication of works upon philology and 
English literature. Among their titles in that de- 
partment are “ Marsh’s Works,” “ Miiller’s Lec- 
tures,” “ Craik’s History of English Literature,” 
“Clarke’s Elements,” “ Dwight’s Modern Philolo- 
gy,” and “ Whitney’s Language and the Study of 
Language.” Professor De Vere’s former work, 
“Studies in English,” was also issued by the same 
publishers. Our author thinks though we speak 
English we talk American, that language faith- 
fully reflects the life of a people, and that as we 
have had here on the Western Continent an inter- 
Mingling of various foreign races with an indige- 
nous race, we may naturally expect to find words 
and phrases, a structure of sentences, and an into- 
bation, specially characteristic. It has been some 
time since any systematic attempt was made to 
collect these peculiarities. The ‘ Vocabulary of 
the late John Pickering,” “ Bartlett's Dictionary 
of Americanisms,” and “Dr. Elwyn’s Supple- 
ment,” all appeared several years since, and war 
and trade, and increasing immigration, the forma- 
lon of new States, and other causes, have since 
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then supplied a large body of additional material 
to the curious investigator. In the arrangement 
of his volume, the author devotes a chapter to the 
contributions which our language has received 
in different ways from the Indians. He then dis- 
cusses the elements derived from immigration, and 
the Dutchman, Frenchman, Spaniard, German, 
Negro, and Chinaman, are severally passed in re- 
view. We afterwards have chapters devoted to gen- 
eralizations, their respective titles being, “The East 
and West,” “The Church,” “ Politics,” “Trade 
of all Kinds,” “ Afloat,” “ On the Rail,” “ Natural 
History,” “ Old Friends with New Faces,” “ Cant 
and Slang,” “New Words and Nicknames.” 
Taken altogether, it is quite a complete and tho- 
rough collection of words and phrases commonly 
called Americanisms or American vulgarisms. 
Many of these are, however, so named rather too 
hastily, for it is surprising how large a number of 
them are derived from old and obsolete English, 
being words the use of which has been maintained 
here since the settlement of the colonies, but which 
are now obsolete or obsolescent in the mother 
country. The volume is a very pleasant one, 


though it contains little, if any, purely philologi- 
cal investigation, and overlooks many of those 
radical affinities back to which superficial varia- 
tions may in so many instances be traced.

Both of these are published by Cluxton, Rem- 
sen & Haffelfinger, Philadelphia. Mr. Labberton 
deserves a great deal of credit for having given an 
impetus to the more thorough and systematized 
study of history in the schools of this city. He 
published, not long since, his Outlines of History, 
a well-arranged work, having its peculiarities and 
merits, as to some of which there was room for a 
difference of opinion, although on the whole it 
could properly be regarded as a serviceable guide 
to elementary historical study. The volume of 
Questions, named above, is intended to be used in 
connection with the Outlines. It covers the whole 
track of time from the Chaldean monarchy to the 
condition of Europe at the death of Pitt. There 
are, in number, 12,744 of these questions, and if 
a schoolboy’s regular exercise consisted of twenty 
questions a day, it would require 637 days to go 
through all the questions. The year of 365 days, 
after deducting 52 days for Sundays, and say 90 
days for vacations, &c., leaves 223 days, so that at 
that rate it will require between 2} and 3 years 
for a pupil to go through these questions, with his 
other numerous studies. 'wo hundred and forty- 
eight pages—not of text, but of questions—would 
call for very enthusiastic study. It is a most dif- 
ficult thing to compel the authors of school-books 
to be compendious, It is easy to be prolix and 
wordy. Some man, who is not a pedagogue, but a 
genius, ought to prepare ageneral history, the text 
of which—showing the historical sequence and 
causation of eveuts—would not exceed one hun- 
dred and fifty pages. Such a work, thoroughly 
taught, explained, memorized, and reviewed over 
and over again, would benefit the student more 


| even than the most elaborate treatise, or the Uni- 
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versal History itself.

12,744 historical questions are to be dealt with and 

mastered in a practical way, so that the pupil at 

the last question shall recollect anything about the 
first and the intermediate ones, is a problem that 
can be solved only after this system has been ex- 
perimentally tried.

Labberton is a work which we desire earnestly to 

recommend. Such atlases are of constant use in 

Germany and France. We have in our library a 

number of them, both school maps and wall maps, 

and it has always been a matter of surprise to us 
that they have not been introduced into this coun-, 
try. About a year since, Appleton & Co., New 

York, published an historical atlas, based upon 

these sources, and we are glad to see that Mr. Lab- 

berton has also prepared a similar atlas. It is 
really a most important assistance to historical 
study.

rous during the past few years. ‘ Sphinx” is a 

novel by a comparatively new writer, and has won 

fame for its author throughout Germany. It is 

both a love story, as a novel should be, and a 

work which exhibits the most advanced doctrines 

of the liberal party in Germany, in matters of re- | 
ligion and politics. On the latter subjects the| 
views of the writer offer food for reflection to those 
who seldom indulge in novel-reading. Viewed 
simply as a love story, it is one of the best that 
has been written for years. It enters, with all 
the minuteness for which German writers are 
celebrated, into the gradual change which the! 
mind undergoes, from the uncertain impulses of 
youth to the fixed resolves of maturity. The| 
centre figure, “ Sphinx,” is a young girl whose 
fatal beauty wrought destruction to all with whom 
she came in contact, and whose apparently incon- 
sistent conduct appeared a riddle to her friends, 
but which needed only the key of love to solve; 
and, as in the fable of old, the solution was fatal 
to her. All the characters introduced in the

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Humor is not wanting, and the character of the 
eccentric doctor Aschenbrenner is worthy of the 
pen of Dickens or Thackeray.

Her literary merits are 
more than ordinary, and we should not be sur- 
prised if “ Left to Herself” had quite a run. It 
certainly deserves to be well received.

His house in Paris 
was the resort of every person of genius in Paris 
and Versailles. Racine, Boileau, Savigné, and 
Lafayette found in his conversation charms which 
they sought for in vain elsewhere. As it was his 
belief that all the actions of men are guided by 
self-interest or self-love, we are not surprised that 
the tone of his sayings does not rise above the 
principle from which they proceeded. Whether 
his “ Maxims” are a satire upon human nature, 
or whether they are really calculated to make 
men better, is still an unsettled question. Vol- 
taire elevated the author to a high rank among 
French classics, and Dr. Johnson was accustomed 
to say that the *‘ Maxims” was almost the only 
book written by a man of fashion, of which pro- 
fessed authors had ceased to be jealous. We are 
told that when he had committed a maxim to pa- 
per, he used to inculcate it among his friends, that 
he might avail himself of their critical sugges-| 
tions; and it is reported that he altered some of | 
them no less than thirty times before submitting |

There seems, as we gather from the preface, to 
have broken out in Berlin a tendency described 
as “inimical to the fundamental doctrines and 
facts of Biblical Christianity ;” and this tendency, 
we are told, was “represented and propagated by 
servants of the church” in that city. In order to 
meet it, the Board of Internal Missions in Bre- 
men projected a course of lectures in order to 
awaken a wider conviction of the truthfulness of 
the old faith of the Bible. Eminent men belong- 
ing to different shades of believing science, and 
to different ecclesiastical tendencies, readily un- 
dertook the themes proposed to them, and we 
have in the present volume a translation of their 
respective discourses. The lectures are nine in 
number, and the lecturers are: Otto Zickler, Her- 
man Cremer, M. Fuchs, Chr. F. Luthardt, Ger- 
hard Uhlhorn, W. F. Geiss, Constantine Tischen- 
dorf, J. P. Lange, Julius Disselhoff. It will be 
observed that in this list are the names of authors 
and professors of great celebrity, and of acknow- 
ledged erudition. Dr. Lange’s discourse is on 
“The Idea of the Kingdom of God in its Consum- 
mation, and the Significance thereof regarding 
Historical Christianity.” It is peculiarly rich, 
both in matter and expression. Jn fact, there is 
none of the lectures in the volume which is not 
in itself a study.

1733, and of Serassi, A.D. 1751, no important 
publication of Bernardo Tasso’s writings had 
been produced, until the Marchese Campori pub- 
lished, two years ago, a small collection of his 
letters; and Signor Portioli. following in his wake, 
has made a valuable addition to the materials 
already collected. Bernardo Tasso, although 
eclipsed by his more brilliant son, was a man of 
letters and a poet of no mean reputation, as his 
poem the “ Amadigi di Gaula” testifies—a poem, 
in that style of composition, only inferior to the 
“ Orlando Furioso” and the “ Gerusalemme Li- 
berata.” He was, however, naturally more in- 
clined to political life; and the letters now first 
published show with what energy and devotion 
he fulfilled his political functions until the close 
of his life.—Atheneum.

his place beside him in a literary senate. So no 
wonder that the Palais Mazarin was crowded on 
Thursday, and that tickets should have been 
scrambled for with that excited interest that is 
always bestowed on pleasures which promise the 
good sport of cock-fighting without any of its 
vulgarity.

else may be said of him, no one ever better played 
the social part of a monarch’s duties.

—or used to essay—his strength on the British 
Constitution; so in France, under the Empire, 
every young gentleman who coveted a place on 
the staff of the “ Patrie,” “ Pays,” or “ Constitu.

lic misfortune even by the Bonapartists when it 
suited their purpose. To all this what was the 
Academy to say? It said nothing and let people 
talk.

The earlier Poets have been carefully compared with the best originals in the Library of the British Museum 
(to which great storehouse our editors are indebted for the greater part of this compilation, the reading of various 
versions has been collated, and where differences existed, the criticisms of our first literary guides have been 
searched, and their judgments consulted before a decision was taken. 

A word remains to say about the arrangement of these volumes. Biographical Notices of nearly all the 
Poets whose works are quoted precede the poems of each period. Prefixed to each one of the seven periods into 
which it is divided is a sketch of its poetry. Every poem has the name of the Author at its foot, with the date of 
his birth and death. The poems are arranged in chronological sequence, and the American Poets are represented 
in the final sheets of the volume, with Biographies in the same method as the others.
